These may not sound like typical dorm foods — espe- 
cially the Asian rice noodle soup— but they topped

There are regional differences, of course, reflecting 
the tastes students developed at home. 

In the Midwest, the top three favorites are home- 
style roast beef, carved roasted turkey and mac ’n’ 
cheese, which may explain the freshman 15.

The Sodexo survey found that students want 


comfort foods, said Sodexo spokeswoman Monica 
Zimmer. 

“If you are a New Englander studying at Tulane, 
maybe red beans and rice becomes your comfort 
food,” Zimmer said, “and maybe for a Southerner 
studying at M.I.T., clam chowder becomes their com- 
fort food.” 

Vegetarian fare also has become more popular, 
she said. The list was determined in part from votes 
taken by students who attended the company’s food- 
trend expos held throughout the year. Feedback also 
came from focus groups, a restaurant audit and other 
research.

Accusation: NYC EMTs refused to help pregnant woman

NEW YORK Mayor Michael Bloomberg on 
Monday blasted two emergency medical tech- 
nicians accused of refusing to help a pregnant 
woman who had collapsed in the coffee shop 
where they were taking a break. The woman 
and her baby later died. 

Bloomberg said refusing to help goes against 
human decency 

“There’s no excuse whatsoever,” he said. 

The Fire Department is investigating the 


accusation, which centers on the Dec. 9 death of 
25-year-old Eutisha Revee Rennix. The EMTs, 
who have not been identified, are accused of 
telling employees at the eatery in downtown 
Brooklyn to call 911 and then leaving when they 
were asked to help Rennix, an employee who 
had collapsed. 

An ambulance was called, and Rennix was 
taken to Long Island College Hospital, where 
she died a short time later. Her baby girl was 
too premature to survive. 


The Fire Department declined to comment 
further pending the outcome of the investiga- 
tion. 

A message left for Rennix’s mother was not 
immediately returned. 

A spokesman for the EMT union said the 
situation with its resulting accusation was an 
“odd event,” and that EMTs generally consider 
their jobs to be a 24-hour kind of thing. 

“Our people tend to spring into action 
whether they’re on duty, off duty, whatever 


they’re doing,” said Robert Ungar, spokesman 
for the Uniformed EMTs and Paramedics, 
FDNY. 

The city’s EMTs have a “very strong bond 
with the people of New Y>rk City that they 
serve,” he said. “They view themselves as always 
being on duty.” 

He didn’t know the identities of the EMTs 
at the center of the investigation and said the 
union was waiting to see what the results of the 
Fire Department’s investigation would be.

When the weather 
outside is frightful 

That’s cold, CTA. Riders have e-mailed “Going Public” with gripes 
about commuting in the cold weather. They’ve lodged complaints 
about issues including ice on train platforms and rail operators who 
leave train doors open, allowing heat to escape. 

“GP” also noticed platform heaters recently were malfunctioning at 
the Western stop on the Forest Park branch of the Blue Line and at the 
Central Park stop on the Pink Line. As Chicago ushers in winter, the 
CTA shares some of its cold-weather policies. 

Open doors policy 

Paul Losoff, 35, of North Center, wrote to “GP” to ask why rail opera- 
tors leave train doors open when sitting at a station in the cold weather. 

The CTA said rail operators are instructed to limit leaving doors 
open during very cold and very hot weather for rider comfort. The 
train’s heating system is powered by electricity, same as the train is, 
according to the CTA. 

“In very cold weather, the heating systems are set to provide maxi- 
mum heat almost constantly, so how long the doors are open doesn’t 
significantly impact the amount of power being used, but obviously it 
will impact the temperature of the car,” spokeswoman Sheila Gregory 
said in an e-mail. 

At hubs where trains may sit for longer periods of time before start- 
ing service, operators are instructed to open the doors as needed to 
allow riders to board, Gregory said. These include terminals such as 
Midway on the Orange Line, 95th Street on the Red Line, Howard on 
the Red, fellow and Purple Lines or Kimball on the Brown Line. 

Gregory said if the operator is not on the train, he or she is instruct- 
ed to open only the door nearest the station entrance so riders may 
board but consistent temperatures are maintained in the other cars. 
When a train is scheduled to depart from a terminal in five minutes or 
less, all doors are left open for riders rushing to board, Gregory said. 

Ice capades 

“GP” has received a few e-mails asking how the CTA handles ice on 
platforms. “Station stairwells and platforms are continually monitored 
during winter weather and are sanded and a non-salt de-icer is used as 
needed,” CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor wrote in an e-mail. 

You’ve been carded 

If you see a postcard on the CTA that features a cartoon monster 
saying “I have an idea” don’t throw it out— that card’s for you. The 
Bucktown artist behind comicallyinept.blogspot.com has created post- 
cards for riders to send their ideas to CTA President Rich Rodriguez.

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New rules to fine airlines for extreme tarmac delays

U.S. airlines soon will be required to allow pas- 
sengers to get off of domestic flights that have 
been sitting on the tarmac for three hours, pro- 
vided doing so doesn’t jeopardize their safety 
and security or disrupt airport operations. 

The price for ignoring this rule is steep: 
Airlines face a maximum fine of $27,500 per pas- 
senger, said a spokesman for the Transportation 
Department. 

U.S. Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood 
announced the new rule Monday, saying it 
was triggered by a series of nightmarish inci- 
dents for passengers, most recently a foul-up in 
August that left 47 people stranded overnight 
in a small regional jet in Rochester, Minn. 

‘Airline passengers have rights, and these new 
rules will require airlines to live up to their obli- 
gation to treat their customers fairly,” LaHood 
said in a statement. 

The new rule is tougher than many in the 
aviation industry expected, and represents a 
significant victory for passenger-rights advo- 
cates, analysts said. 

Carriers will be required to provide passen- 
gers with food, such as pretzels or granola bars, 
as well as drinking water within the first two 
hours a plane is delayed. They also must main- 
tain working lavatories. 

They also are barred from scheduling chroni- 
cally delayed flights, and required to provide 
passengers with information on the flight’s on- 
time record. 

The final rule, which takes effect in 120 days, 
provides a victory to passenger-rights advocates 
who had lobbied Congress and the Bush and 
Obama Administrations to give some recourse 
to passengers who are stuck for hours on air- 
craft. 

The rule mirrors Senate legislation, pro- 
posed by Senators Barbara Boxer, D- Calif., 
and Olympia Snowe, R-Maine, that would also 
have allowed passengers to exit a plane follow- 
ing a three-hour tarmac wait unless the pilot 
thinks the plane could be in the air within 30 
minutes. However, that provision is inserted 
in a Federal Aviation Administration reautho- 
rization bill that has been stalled by the health- 
reform debate. 

“This is one of the more stunning announce- 
ments out of the DOT that I can remember,”

TRAVEL FORECAST 

A messy weather system is expected to 
dump a mix of snow, sleet and freezing rain 
on the Chicago area starting Wednesday into 
Christmas Eve before finally turning to snow 
by Christmas afternoon. 

The National Weather Service issued a “spe- 
cial weather statement,” warning travelers to 
watch out for weather alerts this week, as the 
strong winter storm moves into the Plains and 
the Midwest from the west, tribune 

said Kevin Mitchell, chairman of the Business 
Travel Coalition. “The question is going to 
become: What happens to the legislation in 
Congress?” 

Mitchell predicted that the passenger-rights 
provisions eventually would be stripped from 
the FAAbill. 

The rule leaves airlines and airports with 
little time to resolve a host of logistical issues. 
One problem is that aircraft lined up for take- 
off can’t easily pull out of the “conga line” of 
planes when they reach the time limit. 

And returning to the gate after such a wait 
may create a whole new set of headaches for 
passengers, who may find themselves stranded 
overnight rather than for several hours. 

“We will comply with the new rule even 
though we believe it will lead to unintended 
consequences— more cancelled flights and 
greater passenger inconvenience,” said James 
May, president and CEO of the Air Transport 
Association, a trade group representing the 
largest U.S. carriers. “In particular, the require- 
ment of having planes return to the gates with- 
in a three hour window or face significant fines 
is inconsistent with our goal of completing as 
many flights as possible. Lengthy tarmac delays 
benefit no one.”

Most parking fines aren’t dropped

The vast majority of drivers who receive tickets 
while parked at broken meters or pay machines 
in Chicago must still contest the alleged viola- 
tions or pony up the fines, while the penalties 
have been dropped without lifting a finger for 
92 lucky individuals so far this year, officials said 
Monday 

The “automatic parking ticket dismissal sys- 
tem” is one feature of a more customer-friendly 
approach geared toward making on-street park- 
ing easier and penalties for violations fairer, 
according to officials with the city and its private- 
sector parking management partners, Chicago 
Parking Meters LLC and LAZ Parking. 

Avis LaVelle, a spokeswoman for the parking 
consortium, suggested that only 92 tickets have 
been automatically dismissed because of a back- 
log of cases still being processed. 


But Chicago Department of Revenue officials 
said that’s not the reason the number is so low 

They said improvements in equipment main- 
tenance and faster repairs by the parking con- 
cessionaire resulted in fewer broken meters and 
pay-and-display boxes. 

Other factors may also account for the auto- 
matic dismissal of fewer than 100 tickets issued 
at malfunctioning meters. 

‘A ticket must be issued at a meter that has 
wirelessly reported being inoperable in order 
for the ticket to be withdrawn,” said Ed Walsh, 
a spokesman for the city’s Department of 
Revenue. 

Relatively few pay boxes reach that point 
because they usually generate warnings before 
their batteries die or other failures occur, Walsh 
said. 

The city relies on the wirelessly transmitted 


broken-meter reports to update its ticket data- 
base and withdraw meter violations that may 
have been issued erroneously, Walsh said. 

Citations resulting from broken equipment 
that is reported by the public or by parking- 
enforcement employees are not subject to the 
automatic ticket-dismissal service, he said. But 
drivers who receive tickets at broken meters 
should contest the ticket, Walsh said, in addi- 
tion to first reporting the problem by calling 
877 - 242 - 7901 . 

The broken-meter reports are available to 
hearing officers when reviewing a contested 
ticket. 

Broken meters and payboxes are now repaired 
by LAZ Parking within an average of a few hours 
after problems are detected or reported, versus 
2V2 days when the city handled the meters, Walsh 
said. 


Charges announced 
against police officer 

Cook County prosecutors on 
Monday announced drunken 
driving charges against a Lockport 
police officer who was involved 
in an accident Sunday on the 
Stevenson Expressway that killed 
an immigrant from Vietnam driving 
home from his second job. 

Ed Stapinski, 34, was charged 
with one count of reckless 
homicide and one count of 
aggravated driving under the 
influence, said Andrew Conklin, a 
spokesman for the Cook County 
state’s attorney’s office. 

The Lockport Police Department 
confirmed one of its officers was 
injured in the accident. It extended 
condolences to the family of Man K. 
Wong, who was killed. 

Metra suspends 
2 employees 

Metra said Monday that it appears 
a train crew did not follow 
procedures Saturday when a 
4-year-old boy’s foot got caught in 
the door of a train as it started to 
leave the station. 

The boy, D.J. Newton, was not 
injured, said his mother, Eileen 
Kermer, 31, of Worth. D.J. used to 
love trains, Kermer said, “but not 
any more.” 

Two longtime Metra crew 
members have been taken out 
of service with pay pending a 
hearing, Metra spokeswoman Judy 
Pardonnet said. “Our preliminary 
review of this situation would 
indicate the crew did not follow the 
rules...” Pardonnet said. “It appears 
there was something that went 
very wrong.”

The American Medical Association 
announced its support for the rejuvenated bill, 
the product of marathon negotiations that 
secured the votes of Sens. Joseph Lieberman, 
a Connecticut Independent, and Ben Nelson, 
a conservative Nebraska Democrat. 

With final passage on track, Republicans 
denounced the last-minute deals and conces- 
sions needed to get the 60 votes needed to 
overcome GOP tactics. 

“I am tired of the Congress thumbing their 
nose and flipping a bird to the American 
people,” Republican National Committee 
Chairman Michael Steele said. 







Mourners defy 
Iranian rulers 

□ DUBAI, United Arab Emirates A huge funeral 
procession for Iran’s most senior dissident 
cleric became a show of defiance against the 
country’s rulers Monday as mourners flashed 
green protest colors and chanted against the 
Islamic leadership in Iran’s holy city of Qom. 

The response by authorities was not as pun- 
ishing as in recent demonstrations— an appar- 
ent attempt to avoid bloodshed and chaos dur- 
ing the cortege for one of the patriarchs of the 
1979 Islamic Revolution and the one-time heir 
to lead the country 

But the major outpouring for Grand Ayatollah 
Hossein Ali Montazeri by opposition support- 
ers could signal a restive week ahead. 

Iran is marking one of the most important 
periods on the Shiite religious calendar with 
ceremonies that draw on themes of martyrdom 
and sacrifice. It culminates Sunday, the same 
day mourners will gather for the traditional 
seven-day memorial for Montazeri’s death.

River North’s newest 
spot goes over the top 
with huge ambitions 


($14) so tender that the edge of a fork slid 
right through it. Then there's the 14-ounce 
veal chop ($39), adorned with an earthy, pep- 
pery porcini-parmesan crust, imposing in size 
but so tender we could have cut it with a but- 
ter knife. 

Threatening to upstage it all are desserts 
from pastry chef Christine McCabe, whose 
thoughtful compositions— and they truly 
are compositions— include Pumpkin Sc 
White Chocolate ($10), three cubes of dense 
white chocolate cake topped with pumpkin 
ice cream, and Milk Chocolate Hazelnut 
Crunch ($10), a chocolate lover's dream 
punched up by the addition of huckleberry 
and acai emulsion and acai berries. 

As you might guess, portions here are, 
well, epic. In addition to that hulking veal 
chop, the meat- and seafood- focused menu 
features an equally substantial Berkshire 
pork chop with apple-quince mostarda ($29) 
and a manly lineup of steaks, including a 16 - 
ounce New York strip ($38) and a 22-ounce 
smoked ribeye ($43). The biggest cut, a 
40-ounce porterhouse for two ($73), dwarfs 
them all. Sides, which include a dish of hon- 
eyed Brussels sprouts ($7) tossed with bacon 
and toasted chestnuts (too sticky-sweet for 
us, but much more interesting texturally 
than the usual straight-up bacon-and- sprout 
combo), are large enough to share. 

Bigger isn’t always better, however, a truth 
you suddenly may recall when your server 
drops the check. You’re paying for every 
ounce of that meal, and quite possibly an 
inch or two of that luxe staircase.

It takes a certain confidence to name a 
restaurant Epic. But “epic” is an accurate 
description of chef Stephen Wambach's n< 
River North home, a big space serving big 
portions at big prices. And confidence is not 
something this place lacks. 

Between the second-floor restaurant and 
main-floor lounge, connected by a massive 
staircase made of glass, steel and luxurious 
Brazilian Ipe wood, Epic occupies 
14,000 square feet. There are 
130 seats in the dining room alone, 
plus another 100 or so in the 
lounge— not to mention 60 and 
50 more on their respective mez- 
zanine levels. (We're up to four 
levels now, if you're keeping track.) Ceilings on 
the loft-like second floor, where brick walls are 
draped with sheer, flowing fabrics, soar to 
23 feet. It's like a slice of Las Vegas, complete 
with besuited men with earpieces at every turn. 

In terms of reputation, it's clear that Epic 
aspires to be bigger still. With an opening so 
close to the holidays, it likely will be a couple 
of months before River North scenesters 
have a verdict. For now, the staff does its 
best to set the place up for greatness, lobbing 
carefully phrased inquiries at every oppor- 


tunity About the decor: “Isn't it amazing?” 
About the food: “Is everything perfect?” 

Even the flat-screen TVs in the lounge are 
in on the gig. On our visit, they displayed 
slides of the restaurant's food. As we eased 
down the giant staircase, we were 
treated to a larger-than-life digital 
version of the Chilean sea bass 
that had been on our table less 
than 45 minutes earlier. 

But you can't blame the place 
for wanting to make an impres- 
sion. Besides, the seemingly egotistical 
nature of it all is tempered by the fact that 
Wambach, who comes off a two-year tour as 
corporate chef of Laurent Tour ondel’s BLT 
Restaurant group (BLT Steak, BLT Prime, 
etc.), turns out food worth boasting about. 

There's a pristine hamachi starter ($16), 
served raw and topped with charred blood 
oranges, thinly sliced radishes and fried arti- 
chokes to create an intriguing exchange of 
textures and flavors. And there's an impres- 
sively executed appetizer of Spanish octopus
